Week’s Output Drops to 55,620 Units as August Production Total 
Hits 371,273 Cars and Trucks for New Post-1929 Record; July Car 
Sales Estimated Near 365,000, and Truck Registrations at 60,000 


Although production of cars and trucks 

Output Drops will decline to a new low of 55,620 units

512,842 jobs assembled in the peak year of 1929. With the 
annual automobile shows then held in January, August of 
1929 was virtually a mid-season month whereas at the 
present time, under the fall announcement plan, August 
has become a cleanup period. 


The current week’s total is roughly 20,000 units under 
the previous week, when 76,529 cars and trucks were run 
off assembly lines. The 20,000 loss this week is almost 

tirely attributable to closing of all Chrysler divisions 
the early part of the week. Studebaker returned to the 
active list this week, after a couple of weeks shutdown 
on car production, and expects to turn out 1,500 1938 
Liodel cars and 200 trucks in the five days. 


With Chevrolet as the only division operating at pres- 
ent, the General Motors group should produce 15,000 cars 
and trucks this week. This is slightly under the 16,500 
units turned out by Chevrolet last week. For the month 
of August, the GM group assembled around 131,652 units, 
according to ADN figures, as against 117,150 in the same 
month of 1936. Of this total Chevrolet accounted for 
98,000 units as compared with 114,500 last year; Pontiac 
16,408 as against 850 a year ago; Oldsmobile 6,305 and 
900; Buick 10,039 and 650; Cadillac-LaSalle 900 and 250. 


Operations at Ford continue at a 6,000-per-day pace, to 
give the Ford group a total of 30,000 units the current 
week. The August total for this group is 100,180 as com- 
pared with 69,200 last year. Of this sum, Ford produced 
98,340 as against 69,200 in 1936; Lincoln around 90 and 
Lincoln-Zephyr about 1,750 units. Figures for the latter 
two are not available for August, 1936. , 

With Plymouth’s 2,800 and Chrysler’s 800 on Monday 
and Tuesday of this week, the Chrysler group turned out 
3,600 jobs this week before closing down for inventories, 
according to ADN figures. The August total for the 
Chrysler group is 92,400 units, which compares with 61,350 
in the same month of 1936. Plymouth accounted for 41,300 
of the 1937 total, against 30,000 a year ago; Dodge had 
34,700 this year and 28,050 in 1936; Chrysler 9,600 and 
1,750; De Soto 6,800 and 1,550. 

Opening of production on next year’s models places 
Studebaker in the vanguard of the independent pro- 
ducers the current week, with 1,700 cars and trucks 
scheduled. The only other independent operating this 
week is Graham, where 320 jobs are carded. August 
totals for the various independents are as follows:

Seasonal curtailment of production, coupled 
with the fact that labor leaders have been 
wrestling with troubles in their own ranks at 
the convention in Milwaukee during the past 
week, has resulted in one of those quiets 
along the automotive front which writers describe as a 
“silence that can almost be heard.” With the exception of 
a few minor outbursts in local parts plants, there have 
been no difficulties and none are anticipated in the near 
future. 


Homer Martin returned from Milwaukee this week 
wearing the presidential purple of the United Automobile 
Workers Union which he donned over a year ago. Fac- 
tional disputes which had thrown the Milwaukee conven- 
tion into bedlam several times during the week are 
perhaps temporarily interred in inter-union politics. Just 
how favorable workers in the automotive plants will look 
upon John L. Lewis’ plan to “clip” each union member 
with an assessment to raise funds to do further battle on 
Ford still remains to be seen. Among his minions of the 
mines this would not present a serious problem since all 
he would have to do would be add the assessment and let 
the employers collect it, under the check-off system. The 
check-off system has not been achieved in the automotive 
industry and there is serious question that workers in 
this industry would willingly enter such a condition of 
peonage. 

Meanwhile, from Washington comes word that the 
decision of the National Labor Relations Board in the 
case against the Ford Motor Co., charging intimidation 
of workers, is being carefully considered. The final find- 
ings will come directly from the heads of the board itself 
rather than from John T. Lindsay who conducted the 
hearings here in Detroit. It is understood that the board 
feels that the Ford Motor Co. will challenge the com- 
petency of the board should a decision against the com- 
pany be rendered and for that reason it wants to give 
full consideration to the case before making any an- 
nouncement. The delay in handing down the decision is 
looked upon here as a blow to the union efforts to 
organize Ford employes as was urged so valiantly in 
Milwaukee by the redoubtable Lewis. 

While little is being said in any circles, it is generally 
felt that the labor situation is more favorable this fall

This compares with 6,144 
deliveries in the second 10 days of July and 12,238 
during the 20-day period, and with 5,359 and 9,013 
respectively for the same periods of August, 1936. 


Profit Reported 

Detroit.—Continental Motors Corp. reports for 
quarter ended July 31, profit of $53,463 after charges 
other than federal income taxes. This compares 
with profit of $71,031 in the preceding quarter and 
loss of $53,848 in the July quarter last year. For 
nine months ended July 31, profit before taxes was 
$83,080, against loss of $159,025 for the same period 
in 1936.

With all but two states heard from, it 
appears quite likely that July passenger 
car sales will show a final total of around 
365,000 units, according to ADN estimate 
which was revised upward this week in 
view of stronger returns from later-reporting states. The 
47 states thus far reported account for 355,466 registra- 
tions, as compared with 345,902 sales in the same month 
a year ago. Since the latter figure is roughly 97 per cent 
of the final total amassed in July, 1936, this would indi- 
cate a final total of about 365,000 sales for July of 
this year. 

It now appears almost certain that the July total will 
exceed the 357,490 registrations recorded in the same 
month a year ago, and it is quite likely that the 360,236 
sales chalked up in June of this year will likewise be 
surpassed when the final two states have reported 
for July. 

Total registrations since Jan. 1 of this year, including 
the 47 states for July, are 2,351,822 units as against 
2,198,919 in the corresponding period of last year. 

* * * 


Returns from 46 states indicate July 
truck sales will approximate, or slightly 
exceed, ADN’s previous estimate of 60,000 
registrations for the month. States heard 
from since last week are holding the 
ratio of previous states, and when the final three states 
are accounted for it seems quite probable that the figure 
will hover around the 60,000 mark. 

A total of 57,321 sales have been reported by the 46 
states to date, as compared with 59,607 in the correspond- 
ing period last year. Based on the fact that the latter 
figure represents about 93 per cent of the final July, 1936, 
total of 63,695 units, the total this year should be in the 
neighborhood of 60,000 sales, or slightly over. Total regis- 
trations since Jan. 1, including the 46 states for July, are 
399,401 as against 380,087 sales in the same period 
last year.
